final passage such wise measures as will 
insure a still] greater thoroughness in all 
the branches comprised in the regularly 
prescribed. course, and also offer eneour~ 
agement to those who wish to pursue their 
studies yet further, to do so here at home. 
It is scarcely possible to estimate the ad- 
vantages accruing to a people from 
the home education of its male 
youth, These advantages are now 
within the grasp of the people 
of Louisville, and they should not be 
hgbitly esteemed or willingly relinquished. 
A youpg map may have good, moral hab 
its, brmght intellect, and an wntarnished 
reputation at home, and all his prospects 
bright and promising; but when, sent away 
trom Home to school he becomes an object 
of great solicitude to his parents and 
triends, He may comehomea gambler, a 
sot or a libertine, utterly ruined in body 
and soul, and liye thenceforth a pest to 
society apd a disgrace to his family. Such 
instances are not uncommon; and though 
itis possible that the same ruin might 
bave’ resulted had not an education been 
sought abroad, yet parents and triends all 
will unite in ascribing the rum to the r 
moval of home influences, escape from | 
watchiul scrutiny of acquaiptances of the 
iamily, and to the opportunities tor dissi- 
pation, recklessness and vice, so common 
in the vicinity of large educational insti- 
tutions. 

Again, & man educated in a home school 
will command to a greater degree the con- 
fidence and ésteem of his tellow-citizens. | 


terests o! his native-crty than if by sojourn- 
ing in different places he may have lost 
distmctive love tor home, and may at 
length come to regard all places alike. 

The money anaually saved to the peo- 
ple. by educating their sons at home is 
probably far more than the aggregate 
amount of salaries pow paid to the faculty 
of the Male High School. 

These are some of the principal consid- 
erations which sJould influence the miod 
of every citizen in behalt of a liberal sys— 
tem of home educational institutions. The 
establishment of a normal training school 
for the better preparation of teachers tor 
their work is a step in the nght direction; 
it 18 warranted by principles of sound 
economy, and it is to be hoped that an 
amount of success commensurate with the 
need there is of skilltul teachers will be the 
result.

York has her “ free academy” to 
»pleie ber publre echools. Cincinnati 
stablisbing the McMicken University, 
by which it is expected that not only the 
youth of that city will be retained at 
home to complete their education, but that 
many parents will be induced to seek a 
residence there for the purpose of availing. 
themselves of the advantages of the Uni- 
versity for the thorough education of their 
childrep; and also uhat many students will 
individually, be attracted thither, perhaps 
some irum Louisville. St. Louis, also, is 
looking torward to the Wasbipgton Uni- 
versity as the culmination of her system 
oi public schools. Louisville has her 
University weil established. Let it be 
wainiaiped and developed so as to secure 
the best possible results. Any crippling 
of ‘apy part of our system of public 
schools may be construed as the initiative 
step for the overtbrow of the whole sys- 
tem in the State; and when such a mis- 
tortune shall have overtaken the educational 
interests of the State, there will be just 
cause to dread that Federal interference 
which was so frequently mentioned: last 
winter at Frankfort in conncction_with 
the matter of school revenues. 


Anti-Intallibility. 

The anti-miallibility movement among 
the Catholics ot Europe is assuming most 
formidable proportions. What was only 
a dogmatic quarrel between a Catholic 
clergyman snd the Bishop ot his diocese, | 
in one of the smaller capitals of Germany, 
bas assumed fully the importance otf 4 
schism in the Catholic Church, and its 
influence has extended far beyond the 
narrow sphere 1m which the original par- 
ties had moved hitherto.~ There is now 
no longer & doubt that Protessor Dosa. 
LikeeR will prove a new LUTHER, and 
cause a jastipg split in the Catholic 
Chureh, nnd that the anathemas of the 
Vatican will only widen the breach and 
raiwe the indomitable DozELLINGER io the 
eatimation of his adberents and that of 
the world at large is just as sure. As 
in the case of Lutmgar, where the formal 
excommunication of the feariess Augustin 
triar of Wittenberg gave the signal tor 
that great religious movement which: »0k 
all tBe States of Christendom to their 
foundation, the fommal excommunication 
of the great opponent ot Papal iwtallibilie 
ty bas given the signal for a religious 
movement whieh, if present appearances 
do not deceive us, will finish the work 
tbat Lutrger began, by separating the 
Catholics of the Germanic and Slavonian 
nations forever from the Latin Church. 

To be sure, a papal excommunication in 
these days does not contain the terror it 


think 
the worse of him for it, but neverthe- 
less, it 1s a formal declaration of war, and 
has given @ more determined character 
and marked direction tothe whole moye- 
meot. 

Ever since this piece of folly was per- 
petrated by the ultramontanes or the new 
Catholics, as the non-believers in Papal 
intall:bility denominate the adherents of 
the new doctrme, the movement has ex- 
tended with fearful rapidity all over Ger- 
many. The Court of Rome, recognizing 
the imminent danger of the church from 
this religious revolution, has appointed 
the Cardinal pt Lucca a special legate to 
check this movement, but his operations 
do not seem to have been attended with 
much success.

leader of thenew sect. Heis the Meiawno- 
THOM of the modern LurHER, and to his 
energy the importance the movement is 
assuming is due in a great measure. Doxt- 
LINGS@R, alth fearless and consistent 
in his opinions, is too old to carry out his 
ideas successiniy, and that younger hands, 
assisted by the great influence of the 
famous name of DomLLineazn, have taken 
the leadership of the movement augurs so 
much the more for its fina) success.

But latterly the Government bas thrown 
aside this reserve, and, by dismissing a 
protessor !rom the faculty ot Catholic The- 
ology of Munich, who. was teaching the 
dogmas of Papal intallibility, placed itwelf 
openly on the side of the opponents of 
that doctrine. 

While the new sect is increasing so rap- 
idiy ip Bavaria, it extends not Jess rapidly 
all over the rest of Germany, and some of 
the adjoining countries. The protests and 
addreases of the Catholics of Munich and 
Bavaria met with a liberal response 
wherever they were circulated. The 
movement spread rapidly all over the 
South German States and the Rhbenish 


measures adopted by the Catholic prelates 
of the respective districts. Priesis became 
infected, aud, being suspended by their 
bishops, began to travel through the coun- 
try as apcasties of the new sect, or, as they 
assert, the old creed. Among the pro- 
feesors of the Catholic universities and the 
teachers in the public schools the move- 
ment found almost universal adherence, 
and their opposition is ali the graver for 
the church, as they are State employes, 
and have been sustained by their govern- 
ments in every instance. 

In Austria the revolution has made 
even greater progress than in the German 
empue, particularly in those parts of the 
Austrian monarchy which, most distant 
irom the capital, are generally supposed 
to be least exposed to the rays ot civiliza— 
uon and progress. Sixty-four Catholic 
proteesors of the University of Vienna 
bave sent their adhesion to DozLLiNcsR, 
and addresses to him find countless sign- 
ers in all towns of Austria. In Bohemia 
the provincial legislature proposes to ade 
dress ademand te ihe bishops of the coun- 
try asking for a total reform of the 
church, and insisting op the celebration 
ot the church service in the language ot 
ihe country, the disavowal oi papal infal- 
libility, and the participation of the lay 
m+ m bers of the congregation in the church 
vovernment. In Hungary the Minister of 
Public Worship bas adopted measures tor 
the presecution of some bishops who had 
promulgated the infallibility dogma against 
the will of the government, and he has 
expreseed his firnf intention to uphold the 
authority of the goverpment and its meas_ 
ures agaipst the new doctrine by all means 
m his power. 

Further details are unnecessary. 5Sut- 
fice it to state that there is abundant evi- 
dence that the new religious movement 
has assumed proportions which make it 
utterly impossible tor its enemies to check 
it. 1ts leaders have gone too far to go back 
apd the Roman Church has opposed 
them from the start too fiercely to 
make apy copcessions now. Its only 
condition to the dissenting members of 
the church is submission and retrac- 
tion. But DoELLINGER cannot retract 
even if he would, apd must carry om tae 
sirugele to the last. He bas publicly de- 
clared £0 m™ an epistle, which closes with 
the {ollowing words, which will belong to 
history: “I have but little left to hope or 
to fear in thas world, and I haye resolved 
not to enter my grave with a jie on my 
lips.” 

This is as conclusive as the exclamation 
of LUTHER at the Diet of Worms: “Gop 
help me, I cannot act otherwise!” It will 
henceiorth be a great watchword of the 
“Old Catholics.” Will they triumph with 
it? Present appearances seem to indicate 
it.
